trine of "Asia for Asiatics under the 
leadership of Japan, acting in close 
collaboration with other Asiatic pow- 
ers' 'officially was enunciated by the

Consul General Uchlro Yokoyama. 


In a prepared statement issued as a 


warning to the world, he declared that 
Japan will oppose various forms of 
foreign aid to China "under whatever 
guise" which may disturb the peace, 
because "Japan must fulfill her duty 
as an international defender of the 
peace in Eastern Asia." 


The pronouncement expressed a fear 


that "civil war leaders" or "partisans 
of the anti-Japanese movement" arc 
seeking help through "various1 kinds 
of economic, financial, and technical" 
advice and actions from "third pow- 
ers in order to get the means for 
fighting against adversaries or neigh- 
boring countries." 


This, the manifesto contended, "en- 


dangers peace." 


Yokoyama's manifested was in ex- 


planation of a, statement last week by 
a Tokio Foreign Office spokesman that

Johnson, reading as follows: 


"To the Head of every Business Es- 


tablishment: 


"If you are engaged in a trade or in- 


dustry for which a Code of Fair Com- 
petition has b:en approved, a special 
'Blue Eagle* has been prepared for 
your particular business. Its display 
by you will inform the public that 
you are co-operating with the vast 
majority in stamping out unfair prac- 
tices and methods of competition and 
'that you are giving your employes a 
square deal by paying code wages 
and adhering to code hours. 


"Last year you were asked to dis- 


play the Blue Eagle as evidence of 
your promise to do your part and as 
a symbol of your faith in the ability 
of American trade and industry to de- 
feat depression by united effort. This 
year you are asked to display this 
distinctive Blue Eagle as a symbol 
that you, together with the other mem- 
bers of your particular trade or in- 
dustry, have united to complete the 
work of recovery."

One 
of the 10 was James Jenkins, brother 
•rf Mary Longnaker, at whose home 
Dillinger had been captured at Day- 
ton.

in his possession 


strengthened their belief. 


Dillinger remained in custody in' 


Ohio. Indiana authorities sought his 
return, but ho was turned over to the 
Lima (O.) sheriff on a bank robbery 
charge. 


Then came o spectacular raid on the 


Lima jail to loose Dillinger. Half a 
dczen Dillinger henchmen freed their 
leader and fled.

Keep Nervous Children From Too 


Many Movies—Emotional Reactions 


May Result In Fatigue' 


When I go to a movie I emote all 


over the place. No matter how bad 
—or how good—the show is. I have 
never learned to take it in my stride. 
I suffer and I hate, I love and I vin- 
dlct; I do this and that and work 
harder than the back-seat driver who 
rivets his eyes on every inch of the 
road. 


The other day, being of age, white 


and in my right mind, I went to two 
movies in one afternoon with an over- 
ambitious friend who wanted to sec 
two good shows at once. One was 
Garbo, the other Hepburn, and that 
was a tall order. 


At seven o'clock 1 dragged my 


nerve-racked body to the car at the 
curb and as soon as I reached a bed, 
fell in. No dinner. No nothing. I 
was a stired as if I had done a board- 
ing-house washing. 


If you are the least interested so | 


far, you may be saying: "No wonder! ] 
Sitting up for five 
hours 
straight j 


running." 


Emotions vs. Fatigue 


Please listen, sister. I recently took 


l three-weeks sea trip and often 'sat 
n a deck chair longer than that. And 
I ate my dinner. Many a time I have 
gone to "a .bridge-luncheon and sat on 
what passed for a chair for five hours 
and then some: At my desk I often 
sit for more hours that that at a 
stretch. And I still eat my meals. 


The answer is that emotion wears 


me out. It wears everybody out. This 
is what I should look, at seriously in 
regard to the child and the movies. 


It does not do to say that children 


have less reaction 
to fiction than 


grown-ups, because they don't. They 
have more. Not only that, but what 
they see is so real they remember, 
generally speaking, about ninety per 
cent of what they see. Their senses, 
too, are working as hard as their emo- 
tions because they never miss a trick. 
If you want to know about an over- 
looked detail go and ask any child 
who has seen the same show. 


,1 am not advising any mother to 


keep her children 
away from the 


movies. Anyway, it is too much to 
expect. Nor am I at the moment sug- 
gesting any type of picture. I believe 
'in my heart that almost every moth- 
er knows what her child should not 
see. 


Watching Nervous Child 


The matter I have in mind is this. 
Why not space movies so that they 
won't cause too much nerve fatigue? 
And time them so that the child won't 
have to come home and study later? 
There is real wear and tear in any 
form of excitement that uses up phys- 
ical enesgy. 


At certain times such excitement is 


of course relaxing, depending on what 
has preceded it, but again it is the 
precise opposite. 


Very-easily-tired, or nervous chil- 


dren, can do with few movies. Oth- 
ers, who can take it, may wax fat and 
healthy on a picture diet. As usual, 
it depends a lot on the child himself. 
Many things are to be considered. 


But if any warning is needed, I be- 


lieve it to concern the physiological 
rather than the ethical effect of mo- 
vies. Children have so much excite- 
ment in this day and age, especially in

Dairy Program Is 


Rejected by AAA 


Lack of Support by Farm- 
ers Leads to Program's 


Failure 


WASHINGTON.- (/|>) -Confronted 


by strong opposition, the Farm Ad- 
justment Administration M o n d a y 
abandoned, for the time being at least, 
the national milk control program it 
had proposed to help dairy farmers. 
The milk plan's failure was the first 
instance where producers had reject- 
ed an administration proposal for the 
benefit of a major farm commodity. 


Chester C. Davis, farm administra- 


tor, announced at a press conference 
thai the milk program had been with- 
drawn 'because we do not feel that it 
has sufficient support from the farm- 
ers." He added, however, that should 
sentiment for the plan 
develop 
it 


might be revived in its original, or a 
modofied form. 


Minor portions of the milk program, 


including dairy purchases for relief 
purposes and the reduction in the 
number of diseased cattle are to be 
carried out. The program, worked out 
after months of study and argument, 
called for benefit payments of from 
$165,000,000 to $300,000,000 to dairymen 
who joined in the plan. The produc- 
ers were to reduce their milk flow 10 
per cent below the peak months of the 
1932-19,'B period. The funds for ben- 
efit payments were to come from a 
processing tax. 


Policy Cited 


A statement issued by the Farm 


Administration said the milk decision 
"is in accord with the administra- 
tion's fixed policy to attempt no ad- 
justment program which does 
not 


have the support of a substantial ma- 
porily of those engaged in the indus- 
try." 


Davis told reporters he felt that one 


reason for the program's rejection was 
that "the opposition beat us to the 
country." He explained 
that those 


who fought the milk plan made their 
views known before the program was 
explained to producers over the coun- 
try. 


Davis said the National Co-operative 


Milk Producers Federation was one 
of the organizations which strenuous- 
ly urged rejection of the plan.

KITCHEN

It seems' that the temperature of 


water is a small point to emphasize, 
but the woman who has kept house 
for years knows that it's attending to 
the small things that makes for ef- 
ficiency in household affairs. 


Of course vegetables must be "crisp- 


ed" in very cold water, but for the 
first washing to remove the sand and 
grit you will find that tepid water 
does the trick in half the time. Spin- 
ach, leaf lettuce, broccoli, all the root 
vegetables, aifapargus and beans arc 
more easily washed in water that is 
luke-warm or even warmer. 


Warm water should 
be used to 


spray house plants, in order to re- 
move the accumulation of dust from 
the leaves. Here again tepid water is 
more efficacious than cold. 


In Washing Furniture 


For the washing of painted wood- 


work and furniture, warm soapsuds | 
is used. A heavy lather first, then 
cloth wrung out of warm, clear wat- 
er and a final polish with a soft cloth 
and all finger marks and smudges dis- 
appear like magic. For finished nat 
urali-woods, complete the 
cleaning 


with a rubbing with furniture polisl: 
or liquid wax. For mahogany furni- 
ture, use chamois in place of cloth- 
one for the washing and another for 
the rinsing. 


Very hot or boiling water is the 


simplest and quickest way to remove 
fruit stains from table cloths and nap- 
kins. If the whole cloth does not need 
laundering, stretch the place with the 
stain in embroidery hoops and pour 
hot water through. 


If you use hot water to sprinkle 


clothes they will be ready for ironing 
within fifteen or twenty minutes. A 
garment or piece of linen dampened 
with hot water and rolled tight is of 
the same dampness all over and irons 
as easily as one which was dampened 
with cold water and allowed to stand

So "Crime Reporter," by Georges 


du Parcel, a Parisian police reporter of 
many years' experience, hardly seems 
like a book by a foreigner. 


It's a scries of anecdotes and rem- 


iniscences about the Parisian under- 
world, wide side-glances at Marseilles 
and Devil's Island; and while it makes 
interesting reading. .YOU have the feel- 
ing that most of it could just, as well, 
have happened in Ohio or California. 


Mr. du Parcq touches on some of the 


famous French criminals of recent 
years, devoting especial attention to 
the notorious "Bluebeard'' and 
to 


Mata Hari—who, he says, in her last 
days dictated to him her memoirs, 
implicating a 
great 
many 
highly 


placed Frenchmen in her espionage 
activities. 


Unfortunately, he adds that these 


memoirs have never been published 
and never will be; they spoil too many 
reputations. 


He also tells of an anarchist plot to 


assassinate Lindbergh just after the 
flyer first reached France. The plot 
was discovered and foiled, he says, 
just in the nick of time. 


His book includes a quite lengthy 


dissertation on the Parisian Apaches, 
a strong defense of the Devil's Island 
penal colony, and some devealing facts 
about the prevalence in France of 
things we had considered peculiarly 
American—kidnaping, eromes of vio- 
lence, and organized gangs.
